Cash plea 
to public 
for bid to 
savevenue 

CAMPAIGNERS are asking 
the public to dig deep to raise 
money needed to kick-start 
the restoration of demoli¬ 
tion-threatened Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome. 

Around £5,000 is needed 
to help establish a charitable 
trust which would be able to 
apply for grants in a bid to 
save the Castle Hill venue. 

The Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome group warn 
they are facing a fight to 
raise the necessary funds. 

They are asking for dona¬ 
tions of a few pence the 
30,000 people who have 
signed a petition opposing 
the demolition plans. 

The money would go 
towards setting up a new 
organisation called the 
Dudley Hippodrome 

Theatre Trust and register¬ 
ing it with the Charity Com¬ 
mission. The sum is the 
minimum needed to be held 
in a bank account to allow 
the trust to be ratified. 

Friends group chairman 
Geoff Fitzpatrick said: “The 
campaign needs to raise 
£5,000 in order to become a 
charitable trust, which is 
essential to the campaign. 
This sounds a lot, but if it is 
considered that we have col¬ 
lected well over 30,000 sig¬ 
natures, a contribution of 
25p each will more than 
cover it. 

“We are asking the people 
of Dudley to contribute 
whatever they can, anyway 
they can to help us save this 
iconic building.” 

Adventure 
play revamp 

AN ADVENTURE play¬ 
ground which is used by 
thousands of families is 
being given a major revamp. 

Almost £160,000 will be 
spent on improvements at 
Sycamore Adventure, run by 
Dudley Council. Some work, 
including an extension to a 
kitchen so it can provide a 
range of hot and cold food, 
has already been completed. 

Now £80,000 will be spent 
on installing new adventure 
play equipment outside, 
including giant wooden 
structures, connecting 
bridges and slides at the Old 
Farm Estate, Dudley.

Mark memorial fund launched 


A £200,000 plan to install electric car charging points 
across Dudley borough has been announced. 

Dudley Council has made a successful bid for cash to the Office for Low 
Emission Vehicles to fund the work. 

It has been awarded £150,000 to install four charging points - one in each of 
the towns of Dudley, Brierley Hill, Halesowen and Stourbridge. Motor manufac¬ 
turer Renault-Nissan will also contribute £50,000 to the scheme. 

Council bosses are now looking at possible sites for the new charging points so they can 
be easily accessed by motorists who need them. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet member for transportation, said: “We are very keen 


Rethink on 
crime cases 
court move 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to cease criminal 
cases at a court in Dudley will be reviewed 
following opposition from magistrates. 

Dudley Magistrates’ Court would be 
stripped of its criminal casework as part of a 
shake-up put forward by the Ministry of 
Justice. The proposals had come under fire 
from magistrates, who claimed they had not 
been consulted. 

Hundreds of people have signed a petition 
against the move and there have even been 
resignation threats by magistrates. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, who has 
campaigned against the proposals, has been 
told that a review of the plans will be carried 
out. It will be led by Michael Seath, Justices 
Clerk for the West Midlands, and other 
members of the local Justice Issues Group, 
made up of magistrates and court staff. 

Revised proposals will be published after 
November 15. 

Mr Austin said: “I’m pleased our cam¬ 
paign has been listened to and that these 
plans will go back to the drawing board. I 
want to thank all the campaigners who 
wrote to me about this issue, signed the peti¬ 
tion and objected to the closure in the con¬ 
sultation. But we need to continue fighting 
for these plans to be dropped completely.” 

A spokeswoman for Her Majesty’s Courts 
and Tribunals Service confirmed a review 
was taking place. 
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to explore greener ways for people to travel 
around the borough, and this funding is a 
huge step in this work. 

“We also encourage businesses, wherever 
possible, to think about electric car charging 
points as part of their developments, 
through the planning process. 

“We hope that by working together we can 
increase the amount of opportunities for 
eople to own and run electric cars in the 
orough. 

Locations 

“We are working to establish the exact 
locations for the charging points but we aim 
to install one in each of the main centres - 
Dudley, Brierley Hill, Stourbridge and Hale¬ 
sowen.” 

Last month a project to install 36 charg¬ 
ing points around Birmingham was com¬ 
pleted by the city council. 

They were fitted at 18 locations across the 
city in on and off-street locations with 
support from Plugged-In Midlands. 

There is an annual admission fee to join 
the scheme but no charge for the actual elec¬ 
tricity used. 

Elsewhere, there are a total of 10 ports 
available in Staffordshire. 

Figures released in August showed coun¬ 
cils across the country had spent more than 
£7.2 million on docking stations over the 
last three years. 

According to the DVLA there are around 
4,100 electric cars being used on roads 
across the nation so far. 

An extra £37m to offset the cost of 
installing equipment for electric car charg¬ 
ing points was announced in February by 
the Local Government Association. 

It hopes plug-in points will be created at 
hospitals and other public buildings. 

Money was made available to dozens of 
local authorities, NHS trusts and train oper¬ 
ators to provide charging points on their 
property and town and city streets.

Council's 
toilet snub 
infuriates 
villagers 

CAMPAIGNERS calling for 
public toilets in a village to 
be reopened are angry after 
being told cash from the sale 
of a building will be used to 
restore conveniences in 
another town. 

More than 300 residents 
in Gornal signed a petition 
to get the toilets in Abbey 
Road reinstated saying a 
busy shopping hub needed 
such facilities. 

In a fresh twist villagers 
have been shocked to learn 
that cash from the sale of 
Gornal Wood Cemetery 
Lodge would be used to 
reopen toilets in Netherton. 

Furious 

Dudley Council deemed 
the lodge surplus to require¬ 
ments earlier this year. The 
building has not yet been 
sold but once a buyer has 
been found money will be 
used on other projects. 

Gornal councillor Tim 
Wright said council officers 
had confirmed plans to 
invest cash in toilets in 
Netherton. 

He said he had been 
approached by a number of 
furious Gornal residents. 

“The lodge is in the 
Gornal area and people have 
been calling for the public 
conveniences to be reopened 
for a very long time now,” he 
said. 

“Frankly it does not seem 
fair for money from the sale 
of this building will be used 
to reopen toilets in Nether¬ 
ton when there is a need 
here in the village.” 

School staff 
wages paid 

THOUSANDS of school 
staff from across Dudley 
who failed to receive their 
wages on time due to a com¬ 
puter glitch have been paid. 

Around 6,500 workers 
were left unpaid due to the 
‘unforeseen’ technical fault 
last Thursday, October 31. 

The council said this week 
that it had resolved the 
problem which was caused 
by a fault with the BACS 
system. 

Staff said the delay had 
hit particularly hard as 
October had lasted almost 
five working weeks.

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New police base to combat park yobs 


GANGS of youths boozing and 
taking drugs in a park will be tackled 
by the opening of a new police base 
following residents’ concerns. 

Yobs have been congregating in 
Stevens Park, in Wollescote, near 
Cradley, according to neighbour¬ 
hood police. 

They say teens have been drink¬ 
ing in the park and causing a nui¬ 
sance for people using the beauty 
spot and those living near by Empty 


beer bottles and litter have also been 
left strewn across football pitches 
causing a hazard for players and 
forcing a constant clean up battle by 
council staff. 

Police said they will be working 
alongside the council workers and 
members of the Friends of the Wolle¬ 
scote Park to patrols throughout the 
day and into the evening. 

Neighbourhood police officers 
from the Pedmore and Stourbridge 


East team will now be based in the 
community hub building within the 
park, off Wollescote Road. 

Pc John Redfern said: “This is a 
really positive step in us tackling 
and reducing anti-social behaviour 
in the park. 

“Our main aim is to take action 
against the few people that cause 
these issues in the park, so that it 
can be a pleasant and enjoyable 
place for residents and youngsters to 


enjoy.” Dudley Council’s community 
safety boss, Councillor Steve 
Waltho, added: “Increasing police 
surveillance will provide a secure 
and safe environment for everyone 
who visits.” 

Ward councillor Richard Body, 
who is also a member of the friends 
group, said: “This is a really good 
idea as is it will mean that police can 
stay around the park and not have to 
keep 1 out to incidents.” 


Car-clocking gang jailed 
for sophisticated fraud 


THEY clocked the mileage 
on dozens of cars and sold 
them on with forged docu¬ 
ments to con unsuspecting 
customers. 

Drivers who thought they were 
getting their hands on top quality 
bargains had actually been duped 
into buying cars worth no more than 
their scrap value that had travelled 
tens of thousands of miles more than 
they believed. 

But the gang behind the ‘profes¬ 
sionally-run’ car-clocking racket 
that sold cars with false or forged 
documents for at least £227,815 is 
behind bars. 

A fifth defendant - a trainee solic¬ 
itor - was handed a suspended 
prison sentence for her part in the 
‘sophisticated’ fraud. 

The gang, which operated as Enzo 
Motors, Great Bridge Street, West 
Bromwich, and Netherton Motors, 
Halesowen Road, Netherton, would 
buy second-hand cars and take tens 
of thousands of miles off the odome¬ 
ter. 

Dealer 

They would also forge service 
books, MOT and HPI documents, 
.and had acquired dealer service 
stamps during the fraud, which took 
place between December 2009 and 
February 2011. 

Giving examples of their opera¬ 
tion at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Mr Mark Jackson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said one VW Golf was bought in 
September 2010 with 129,000 miles 
on the clock, before being sold four 
days later with 67,000 miles. 

It had a fake MOT, service book 
and invoice, and made £1,500 profit. 

The total profit made from the 
group’s illegal sales has not yet been 
calculated, and the amount of 
money each will need to pay back 
will be decided at a hearing in May. 

Mr Jackson said: “This was an 
extremely sophisticated and profes¬ 
sionally-run fraud operation.” 

The complex fraud began to 
unravel when a complaint was made 
to Sandwell Council’s trading stan¬ 
dards team in July 2010 about a 
Vauxhall Astra clocked down from 
138,000 to 58,000, bought from one 
of the defendants, Inderjit Sohal. 



Pardeep Shinh -18 months jail 


Following warrants carried out by 
trading standards a number of text 
messages were found, sent between 
some of the defendants, which 
talked about selling clocked cars 
which they called ‘vipers’, and how 
much money they should be making 
from them. The fraud also ran 
alongside a legitimate second-hand 
car business. 

Although the roles of the four men 
were difficult to distinguish, Mr 
Jackson said. All four were responsi¬ 
ble for selling clocked cars from 
Enzo and Netherton. The fifth 
defendant, Karmjit Sohal, did not 
sell cars, but appeared to have 
played a role in buying and advertis¬ 
ing cars, and dealing with money. 

Inderjit Sohal, 26, of Sherlock 
Close, Willenhall, and Sundeep 
Shinh, 27, of Woodruff Way, Walsall, 
were both sentenced to 36 months in 
jail for pleading guilty to two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud.

Drive, Walsall, was also given 36 
months in prison after pleading 
guilty to one charge of conspiracy to 
defraud, even though the judge 
recognised he had less involvement. 

Jatinder Sandher, 28, of Brook¬ 
field Way, Tipton, was given a 32- 
month jail term after pleading guilty 
at the earliest opportunity to two 
charges of conspiracy to defraud. 

Assess 

Karmjit Sohal, 24, of Sherlock 
Close, Willenhall, was given an 18- 
month sentence, suspended for two 
years, and 150 hours of unpaid 
work. She was found guilty of two 
counts of conspiracy to defraud fol¬ 
lowing a trial in September. 

Mr Christopher Loach, defending 
Inderjit Sohal, said it ‘would be 
wrong to assess the whole business 
as fraudulent and dishonest’, as 
they were also selling legitimate cars 
‘on a substantial basis’. 

Mr Stephen Blower, defending 
both Jatinder Sandher and Sundeep

Shinh, said neither had initially 
gone into the business on the basis 
that they were going to commit 
offences. 

Mr Sanjeev Sharma, defending 
Pardeep Shinh, said he had previ¬ 
ously been a man of good character, 
and in all the time that has elapsed 
since the offence he has demon¬ 
strated that it will not happen again. 

Mr John Evans, defending 
Karmjit Sohal, said there was no evi¬ 
dence of her participating in the sale 
of clocked cars at either business, 
and her role was limited to a short 
duration of a larger scheme. 

Judge Mark Eades said not only 
did the crime affect those victims 
who bought the cars, but also those 
who worked in the second-hand car 
trade legitimately. 

“Your involvement in this con¬ 
spiracy to defraud is serious, and it 
involved sophisticated fraud. It was 
done simply so that you could make 
a profit,” he said. 


Women 
'need to be 
in top jobs' 

A HOSPITAL boss has 
spoken to a women’s group 
about the need to encourage 
more females into leader¬ 
ship roles. 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust 
talked on the theme of ‘Cre¬ 
ating Opportunity’ to 
members of Soroptimist 
International’s Stourbridge 
group at Hagley Golf and 
Country Club. 

Stourbridge president Dr 
Jane Flint Bridgewater wel¬ 
comed her, emphasising the 
‘strong community support 
and recognition of Paula’s 
leadership of the local trust’ 
through the recent chal¬ 
lenge of the Keogh review 
into hospital death rates. 

Ms Clark focused on the 
need to encourage more 
women into leadership roles 
in all walks of life. 

She said access to positive 
role models at the right time 
was very important, as was 
‘wise counselling to avoid 
negative stereotyping and 
media impact’. 

The group told herabout 
its work on stopping human 
trafficking and reducing 
women’s imprisonment. 

Go-ahead for 
flats scheme 

A SCHEME to create 14 
flats will ‘boost the regener¬ 
ation’ of Dudley, according 
to planners who have 
approved the development. 

Two blocks, one three and 
the other four storey, will be 
built on land to the rear of 
council offices in St James’s 
Road. Members of Dudley 
Council’s development 
control committee heard the 
site was being used as an 
unofficial car park. 

Councillors said they 
believed the development 
would be key to bringing 
more people to live in the 
heart of the town centre. 

Councillor Tim Wright 
said: “The regeneration of 
Dudley is not going to 
happen solely through the 
new college developments 
and bringing in new busi¬ 
ness. It is also vital to bring 
more people to live within 
walking distance of the town 
centre.”

Thugs locked up after brutal kidnap ordeal 


THREE friends inflicted a ‘brutal’ attack on 
a man before handcuffing and bundling him 
in the back of a car during an ordeal lasting 
more than four hours, a court heard. 

Jason Mills, whose mental condition was 
described as ‘vulnerable’, was kicked, 
punched and his head was stamped on 
during the assault. 

The attackers - Daniel Wainwright, Paul 
Wentworth and a 17-year-old who cannot be 
named - launched the assault just after 
7.30pm while at Wainwright’s home in 
Stourbridge on March 14. All three then kid¬ 
napped him using handcuffs Wainwright 
had stolen from the back of a police van, 


before shoving him into the back of a Rover 
car, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 
They returned to Wainwright’s home and 
was assaulted for a second time. 

Pepper 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, prosecuting, said 
Wainwight used a ‘homemade’ pepper spray 
on Mr Mills. He added that Wainwright, 
described as the ‘prime mover’ of the attack, 
claimed the assault was part of an ‘insurance 
job’to make it look like Mr Mills had been 
attacked during a burglary, in a bid to pocket 
£15,000 from insurers. 

The victim was bound up in the car boot 


for a second time before being forced to get 
£160 from a cash point at a garage, said Mr 
Garcha. He was freed at around lam. 

The gang bragged about the attack by 
showing off a video to Wentworth’s sister 
whom they met minutes after the attack. 

A few weeks afterwards Wainwright left 
messages on Mr Mills’ Facebook page, one of 
which called him a ‘deadman’. 

The court heard the offences took place 
while Wainwright was on police bail for 
another attack in January. 

Mr Garcha told the court Wainwright had 
approached another friend, Vincent Homer, 
while he was at a cash point, demanding 


cash, before butting him and punching him 
‘several’ times. “This was unprovoked and 
gratuitous violence,” Mr Garcha added. 

Wainwright, aged 22, of Cherrytree Court, 
Wollescote, pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm on Mr Homer and kidnap and witness 
intimidation on Mr Mills. He was jailed for 
six years in total. 

Wentworth, also 22, of Standhills Road, 
Kingswinford, pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to kidnap. He was sentenced to three- 
and-a-half years imprisonment. The 17-year- 
old admitted kidnap and was given a two-year 
rehabilitation with a five-month curfew.

Help plea 
from club 
after theft 
of mower 

MEMBERS of a children’s 
football team are appealing 
for help after the lawn- 
mower for their pitch was 
stolen by thieves. 

Youngsters and officials at 
Dudley Town under-14s had 
worked tirelessly to raise the 
money to buy the mower. 
But they were left dis¬ 
traught after raiders struck 
at their base at Parkes Hall 
Social Club playing field in 
Dudley. 

Manager and grounds¬ 
man Denis Robinson said: 
“We do all the maintenance 
ourselves from seeding it to 
cutting it, so the mower is 
very important to us.” 

Money 

The John Deere xl65 ride- 
on mower, which cost the 
team around £2,700, was 
taken at around 2.45am on 
October 7. 

Mr Robinson added: “We 
fundraised for a consider¬ 
able amount of time to raise 
the money for the mower. We 
were able to get it for a 
reduced price because we 
were a children’s football 
team.” 

Mr Robinson is appealing 
for any businesses or indi¬ 
viduals who may be able to 
help the team find a new 
mower.

A SUSPECTED sex offender found dead days 
after going missing from his home killed 
himself with his shotgun, an inquest heard. 

Garry Foster, of Dudley, who had been wanted by West 
Midlands Police in connection with ‘serious offences’, 

pointed the weapon at his 
head and used a long twig to 
push the trigger. 

A detective told Worces¬ 
tershire Coroner’s Court 
sitting in Stourport that he 
could not be sure if Mr 
Foster, a gardener from 
Linwood Road, knew he was 
wanted by police before he 
shot himself. 

The 53-year-old was found 
on September 26 on the river 
bank at Grimley, near 
Claines, South Worcester¬ 
shire, by people on a passing 
boat.

not clear if he knew police 
were actively seeking him,” 
he added. 

Mr Williams said a post 
mortem had revealed the 
cause of death to be brain 
injury resultant from a 
gunshot injury.

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Carer falsely claimed 
£28,000 in benefits 


A BENEFITS cheat claimed almost 
£28,000 of taxpayers’ money by 
saying that she was so disabled she 
needed care - despite actually being 
a carer herself in Halesowen, a court 
has heard. 

Tina Potter pleaded guilty to dis¬ 
honestly claiming £27,982 in disabil¬ 
ity benefits from the Department of 
Work and Pensions (DWP) despite 
working at the Everley Home For 
The Elderly, Lyde Green. 

Mrs Kelly Crowe, prosecuting, 
told Sandwell Magistrates Court 
last week Potter made false claims 
from August 2008 until December 
2012 while she was a senior in 
charge. 

“But she claimed she was immo¬ 
bile or almost immobile and that 


needed help from a person each 
night and needed help from another 
person throughout the day,” Mrs 
Kelly said. 

The DWP launched an investiga¬ 
tion and the 50-year-old, of Meadow 
Walk, Cradley Heath, was charged 
with two counts of dishonestly 
making a false statement to obtain a 
benefit. 

Mr Darryl Foster, defending, said: 
“Mrs Potter is an ill woman who was 
formally diagnosed with a condition 
in 2010. 

“She was told by her doctor that 
the more she did the less impact she 
would have. That is why she contin¬ 
ued working.” 

Sentencing was adjourned until 
November 25. 


Planners turn down 
restaurant changes 


A £200,000 revamp of a McDonald’s 
restaurant, which would create up 
to 20 jobs, is under threat after plan¬ 
ning permission was turned down. 

Bosses want to create a dual lane 
drive-thru and overhaul the car 
park at the fast food site in Broms- 
grove Road, Halesowen. 

They say the scheme would 
reduce waiting times for customers 
and would also help to cut noise and 
congestion. 

But planners at Dudley Council 
have refused their first application, 
saying the burger giant has failed to 
provide enough information on how 
noise levels would decrease and how 
the new layout would work. 

McDonald’s said it would work 


with Dudley Council so that the 
application could be re-submitted. 

A planning statement submitted 
by McDonald’s said there would be a 
car park extension to accommodate 
the drive-thru layout, which would 
involve an additional order point. 

The plans show the single lane 
traffic would split to provide a 
second lane so that side-by-side 
order points would be created. 

Two residents in nearby Grange 
Road had objected to the plans 
fearing an increase in noise and 
litter. One wrote: “The current situ¬ 
ation is already noisy from car doors 
banging, motorbike engines being 
revved and loud shouting and 
music.”

Calls to remove tree on historic glass cone

A SMALL tree is growing out of the side of 
the historic Red House Glass Cone again - 
prompting calls for it to be removed as soon 
as possible. Branches can be seen sprouting 
from the brickwork on one side of the grade 
II listed building in Wordsley. 

Dudley Council will be carrying out work 
to remove the tree but will need to get per¬ 
mission from English Heritage before it can 
start. Ward councillor John Jones said he 
wanted the work to be done soon because of 
fears the branches could damage the fabric 
of the building which is around 220 years 
old. 

Council bosses said airborne seeds were 
possibly to blame for the growth. 

It comes after a similar tree had to be 
removed by specialist contractors ahead of 
the International Festival of Glass when 
thousands of visitors were due to descend on 
Stourbridge in August last year. 

There was also a similar problem in 2008 


when a cherry picker had to be used. Coun¬ 
cillor Jones said he was keen to see the tree 
removed, adding: “I will be contacting the 
council about this. “I want to make sure this 
gets sorted as soon as possible. 

“There have been concerns that these 
trees could cause damage to the cone.” 

Councillor Tracy Wood, cabinet member 
for environment and culture, said: “We are 
aware of another sapling growing from the 
Red House Glass Cone and will be speaking 
to English Heritage to obtain the appropri¬ 
ate advice and permissions associated with a 
scheduled ancient monument. 

Protect 

“It is difficult to completely protect build¬ 
ings from this happening, as tree seeds are 
often airborne.” 

Work is currently nearing completion on a 
two-year project to improve the glass cone 
site. 

The redevelopment work has included the 


transformation of storage areas to new 
studio spaces, the conversion of the old 
Stuart Factory shop into the Stourbridge 
Crystal Gift Centre and the introduction of 
a coffee shop back on site. 

Councillor Wood added: “The improve¬ 
ment work has taken nearly two years to 
complete and there is still some work to do 
with the conversion of one final studio and 
modifications to the power supply. 

“Costs for all work will be recouped over a 
two-year period from the leases of the 19 
thriving businesses now on site with final 
costs expected to come in at around 
£80,000.” 

The Red House Glass Cone was built at 
the end of the 18th century and was used for 
manufacturing glass until 1936. 

Reaching 100ft, glass cones were com¬ 
monplace in the Stourbridge area at the 
time. Today, the cone at Wordsley is one of 
only four left in the country. 


Public urged to have their 
say about new council cuts 


RESIDENTS in Dudley will be asked which 
services they want to be protected as coun¬ 
cillors draw up plans to make cuts of around 
£60million over the next three years. 

The council has launched a fresh Big Question consulta¬ 
tion and wants people to say which services they value the 
most. Among those that people can give their views on are 
leisure centres, libraries and parks as well as children’s 


learning and youth services. 

Residents will also be 
asked about rubbish and 
recycling collections, roads 
and street lighting, litter 
and street cleaning. 

While services for older 
people and health services 
for children and adults with 
disabilities are also 
included. 

Members of the council’s 
cabinet approved a proposed 
budget last Wednesday. 

It includes plans to make 
£25.8m of savings by 2017 
but council bosses have 
warned that further cuts of 
up to £32.4m could be 
needed on top of that. 

Ensure 

It’s feared more than 334 
jobs could be axed by 2017. 

Outlining the budget pro¬ 
posals, finance boss Pete 
Lowe said: “This time last 
year I likened our financial 
situation to being in a strait- 
jacket. Twelve months on 
and our financial situation 
has worsened.” 

Opposition party leader, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, 
said he believed the council 
needed to find a way to 
ensure services weren’t con¬ 
tinually ‘sliced to the bone’. 

“I recognise the need to 
explore every opportunity, 
no matter how radical, to

ensure this council contin¬ 
ues to deliver the services 
people want at a cost we can 
afford,”he said. 

Councillor Lowe said: 
“Last year the council 
received views from more 
than 4,500 residents in the 
Big Question, the last year, 
making it by far the biggest 
consultation the council had 
held. Sadly, over the last 
year the picture has got sig¬ 
nificantly worse for local 
councils, including Dudley.” 

Council leader David 
Sparks added: “The signifi¬ 
cant reduction in govern¬ 
ment funding we are having 
to work with will inevitably 
mean the council can no 
longer provide some serv¬ 
ices.” 

The council is proposing 
savings of £8.6million for 
2014/15, moving up to 
£17.5million by 2015/16 and 
£25.8million by 2016/17. 
But the report shows that 
the council needs to find a 
further £32.4m of savings by 
2016/17 to avoid a deficit.

General manager Dael 
Williams, aged 31, said: “I hadn’t been 
on a bike since I was 10 - and was defi¬ 
nitely a bit saddle sore by the end of the 
journey. I went out and bought a moun¬ 
tain bike for the journey but then 
realised I needed a road bike, so bought 
one of those too. 

“Because we’re so busy, I was only 
able to manage two days’ training, cov¬ 
ering 10 miles a day, so it was hard 
work riding all the way to Cornwall. 


The day when we went through Dart¬ 
moor national park took us nine hours 
when it should only have taken six but 
we all made it in the end.” 

Also in the saddle were chef David 
Treasure, 34, and team leader Christo¬ 
pher Gledhill and barman Jack Law, 
both in their early 20s. Mr Williams 
said: “We’d been talking about doing 
something for charity because the 
restaurant wants to be a part of the 
community. And it was in aid of a very 
good cause.” A Land’s End to John 
O’Groats ride is planned for next year.

YET what is really sad, as the 
Black Country celebrates bonfire 
night, is that so many people 
seem to be unaware of the central 
role this area played in the Gun¬ 
powder Plot. 

Holbeche House in Wall Heath, 
just outside Dudley, was the 
home of Stephen Lyttelton, one of 
the conspirators. It was there, 
after the plot had failed, that the 
fugitives took refuge. It was at 
Holbeche House where some of 
the plotters blew themselves to 
bits while drying their gunpowder 
by the fire. As you do. 

And it was at Holbeche House 
where the last few stragglers were 
rounded up. You might now be 
thinking ‘Really? When can we 
visit this place?’. Well, sadly, you 
can’t. 

Holbeche House is now a 
nursing home. A very good 
nursing home, no doubt, and no 
reasonable person would decry 
the important work such institu¬ 
tions perform. But if Holbeche 
House had been in London, 
would it have ever been con¬ 
verted for such use? 

Did it never cross anybody’s 
mind that it should have been 
turned into a museum? So while 
coachloads of tourists flock to 
see the back streets of inner city 
Birmingham on the basis of a spu¬ 
rious link to a BBC2 drama series, 
one of the most significant sites of 
British history is all but forgotten. 



Nurses who help 
to turn life around

Support group was lifeline 
in family’s struggle to cope 
with disease. LOUISE 
JEW spoke to them 

GREAT grandmother Maureen 
Lowe was at her ‘wits’ end’ 
when she and her daughter 
struggled into a day centre with 
her beloved husband Lewis 
after years of coping with the 
heartbreaking ravages of his 
dementia. 

Normally ‘lovely, helpful and caring’, 
Lewis Lowe had increasingly grown 
aggressive towards his wife, often did not 
even recognise her and went off wander¬ 
ing the streets, leading to the police being 
called four times to find him. 

Then, in a chance encounter at the 
Brettell Lane Day Centre in Amblecote, 
Stourbridge, a year ago they came across 
‘a breath of fresh air’ - in the form of an 
Admiral Nurse working for the Royal 
British Legion. 

She told them that, thanks to two years 
of National Service completed by Lewis 
when he was in the military police in the 
early 1950s, he qualified for help from the 
Royal British Legion Admiral Nurse 
Service, which works with Dementia UK. 

Support 

That was the turning point for 79-year- 
old Maureen, of Twickenham Court, Wol¬ 
laston, Stourbridge. 

She and daughter, Jane Powell, 56, 
realised that they were not alone and 
could get expert support in planning the 
best path for them and Lewis, now aged 
81. 

“That day, we’d had a particularly 
awful morning getting my dad to the day 
centre and mum and I were at our wits’ 
end,” said Jane, of Gregory Road, Wollas¬ 
ton. 

“The Admiral Nurse, Lucy Chamber- 
lain, came across me and mum in pieces 


in reception and she asked if dad had 
been in the forces. She was like a breath 
of fresh air.” 

By the time the Admiral Nurses 
became involved, Lewis’ condition had 
deteriorated so badly he barely recog¬ 
nised Maureen, to whom he will have 
been married 60 years in 2014. 

Maureen, who suffers from rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis, was finding it difficult 
physically and emotionally to cope with 
caring for her husband, and daughter 
Jane was depressed amid the turmoil 
created by his condition. 

But, with the help of the Admiral 
Nurses, mother and daughter managed 
to tackle the challenges of Lewis’ condi¬ 
tion at home until eventually he needed 
to be taken to Bushey Fields Hospital, 
Dudley, under a section of the Mental 
Health Act. The team, one of the British 
Legion services funded by the annual 


Poppy Appeal, then helped to select the 
best care home for Lewis - and he moved 
into Woodford Nursing Home in 
Trysull, near Wolverhampton, at the 
end of December. 

The Admiral team also supported the 
family as they dealt with feelings of 
anger and misplaced guilt at seeing 
Lewis move into a care home. 

Settled 

Jane said: “The team was a godsend 
to us. Lucy helped us at just the right 
time as we were sinking fast, not 
knowing what we should do. 

“Now my dad is settled in a good care 
home and we are so grateful for every¬ 
thing Lucy and the team did for us.” 

Lewis, a supervisor for Prudential 
Assurance for 32 years, was diagnosed 
with vascular dementia in 2009 after he 
began behaving out of character. 
Maureen said: “Lew was always lovely,

helpful and caring, although he could be 
strong-willed. 

“Now I visit Lew three or four times a 
week - some days he’s fantastic, but he 
still has some bad days.” 

In the 12 months since being set up, 
the three-person team of nurses - Lucy 
Chamberlain, Cathy Forman and 
manager Ben Upton - have helped more 
than 170 families. 

Ben said: “Our nurses have supported 
families through the journey of dementia 
- from providing education at the point 
of diagnosis, to helping the family 
achieve their wishes when their loved 
one is placed in care or with end of life 
decisions.” 

To qualify for support, the person with 
dementia or the carer needs to be a ben¬ 
eficiary of the legion.

Claims chaos of lead to 
review of road changes 


RESIDENTS have won their bid 
for a fresh consultation over 
changes to a busy Dudley road 
which they claim has caused 
traffic chaos on neighbouring 
streets near a popular park. 

Speeds could be cut to 20mph on roads 
around Buffery Park, under council propos¬ 
als revealed following concerns. 

Campaigners fear for the safety of chil¬ 
dren wanting to play at the park after coun¬ 
cillors agreed to shut Blackacre Road 
during a trial period. 

Councillors decided to shut it to through 
traffic after residents in the street claimed 
their quality of life was being affected by 
motorists using it as a ‘rat run’. 

More than 6,000 motorists a day would 
use the road as they made for Dudley South¬ 
ern Bypass during the morning and evening 
commutes. 

Last year barriers and signs were 
installed in Blackacre Road to stop 
motorists driving along the road as part of a 
temporary traffic order. 

Looking 

But residents on side roads claimed they 
were not consulted and said the order made 
the issue worse by sending traffic along the 
narrower side streets around the park. 

Now officials have sanctioned a new con¬ 
sultation. Dudley Council’s transport boss, 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, said: “We are 
looking to work with the community to find 
a solution.” 

Resident Duncan Petford said: “We are 
pleased they have reopened the consulta¬ 
tion and we see it as a victory for local 
democracy.” 

Highways officials have drawn up new 
proposals to scrap the existing closure in 
favour of speed bumps. Give-way junctions 
would also be installed in Douglas Road. 

The consultation runs until Monday.

THE WAY I SEE IT 


Education needs to be 
borough’ s top pr iority 

Dudley North Labour MP 
Ian Austin takes the stand 
in our weekly Chronicle 
column which gives our 
local representatives the 
chance to air their views 



I’VE always said that 
education needs to 
be the number one 
priority for our area. 

Education is an issue that 
comes up time and time 
again when I speak to people 
about the future of our town. 
People worry about how our 
young people are going to get 
the education and skills they 
need to get jobs in the 
future. 

We all know the economy 
in this area has changed over 
the last few decades. Much 
of the traditional industry 
on which the area’s prosper¬ 
ity was based has been lost. 
Many of those jobs have 
gone to other countries. 

In future we’ve got to 
compete for jobs in new 
high-tech industries that 
require highly skilled 
workers. That’s why educa¬ 
tion has to be our number 
one priority. 

Dudley has to become 
known as the best place in 
the country to go and set up 
a high-tech manufacturing 
business and recruit highly 
skilled young people. At the 
moment England is falling 
behind in international 
league tables for basic maths 
and literacy. We need radical 
action to reverse this trend, 
so I stood up in Parliament 
last Wednesday to call for 
new policies that will make 
sure our young people get 
the best education possible. 

I want schools in the Black 
Country to sign up to an 
ambitious target for improv¬ 
ing education in the region. 
Let’s commit to the sharpest 
rise in school results of any 
region in the country. 


There’s no reason why three 
quarters of students in the 
Black Country shouldn’t be 
getting five good GCSEs. 

I know that it’s possible to 
hit these targets because 
heads in Dudley are turning 
schools around. Look at 
Ellowes Hall where the bril¬ 
liant Andy Griffiths has 
focused on standards and 
discipline to double the 
number of students getting 
good grades. Results are also 
improving at schools like 
Dormston under Ben Stitch- 
man, Castle High under 
Michelle King and Bishop 
Milner under Steve 
Haywood. 

We need more great school 
heads like these, and it’s the 
best teachers that make the 
best heads, so let’s raise the 
status of teaching and 
expand the Teach First 
scheme that brings the 
brightest graduates into 
Dudley’s classrooms. 

We need this sort of 
radical action to give pupils 
in Dudley better chances. 
Our young people are as 
ood as anyone and they 
eserve the same chances as 
people elsewhere. 

■ ■■ 

I was pleased to hearthat 
plans to close Dudley’s crim¬ 
inal court will be reviewed. 


As they stand, the plans 
would force victims of crime, 
witnesses, magistrates, the 
police and court volunteers 
to travel to courts in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Sandwell and 
Walsall instead. Dudley 
would become the largest 
town in the UK without a 
criminal court, damaging 
our town centre and ending 
local justice. 

The plans are only being 
reviewed because local 
people made clear they 
wanted them dropped and 
magistrates in particular 
spoke out against the plans. 
I want to thank again every¬ 
one who signed my petition 
or wrote in to the official 
consultation. 

Unfortunately, the court 
is still under threat, and we 
have to keep campaigning 
until the plans are dropped 
for good. I’m going to con¬ 
tinue fighting on this issue. 
I’ll be presenting our peti¬ 
tion in Parliament and I’m 
calling for an urgent 
meeting with Justice Secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling to make 
sure local people’s concerns 
are heard at the very top. 

■ ■■ 

In the last fortnight, more 
energy companies have 
pushed up prices by up to 10 
per cent. Prices and bills 


keep going up but wages stay 
the same. 

Under this Government, 
prices have risen faster than 
wages for 38 out of the last 
39 months, leaving the 
average family in Dudley 
£1,500 a year worse off. 

Energy bills have gone up 
by £300 a year since 2010. 
Businesses say it’s the 
biggest cost they face. At 
same time Britain’s big six 
energy companies have seen 
their profits rise by a 
massive £3.3 billion. 

In Europe inflation is 
falling thanks to lower 
energy costs. Here in Britain 
prices are rising at a rate 
almost four times faster 
than elsewhere in Europe 
and energy bills are soaring. 

It’s time David Cameron 
took action to tackle his cost- 
of-living crisis, which has 
left working people an 
average of £1,500 a year 
worse off since he came to 
office. But instead of helping 
ordinary families by backing 
Labour’s plan to freeze 
energy prices and reform the 
market, he’s decided to take 
the side of the energy com¬ 
panies. 

The next Labour Govern¬ 
ment will set up a new tough 
regulator to stop overcharg¬ 
ing. We’ll implement an 
immediate two-year of gas 
and electricity prices, saving 
a typical household £120 and 
an average business £1,800. 

Labour is the only party 
promising real action 
through a price freeze. 
That’s the sort of straight¬ 
forward action we need but 
there are two more winters 
to get through and the Gov¬ 
ernment should act now.

Burglar knew disabled 
victim was not at home 


A BURGLAR who deliberately tar¬ 
geted a disabled woman’s home 
has been jailed for a year. 

Christopher Cooper knew his victim and 
knew that her Netherton home would be 
empty when he broke in, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said the 
woman had left her home on May 31. 

“When she returned home on the Sunday 
she found the rear window smashed,” Mr 
Rees said. She found the burglar had stolen 
two televisions, a laptop, jewellery, cash and 
a coin collection worth £660. 

Cooper, of Copse Road, Netherton, was 
caught after his blood was found at the 
scene. He was arrested and admitted the 
offence, saying he had sold the goods to pay 
a debt. 

Relapse 

Mr Rees said: “He knew the woman 
would not be home, and he saw that as an 
opportunity. He knew the property was 
empty as he knew the victim to talk to.” 

The court heard none of the property has 
been recovered. Cooper, 42, pleaded guilty 
to one count of burglary. 

Mr Simon Williams, defending, said: 
“This offence was committed for one 
reason, and one reason only. Back in Decem¬ 
ber 2012 he has had a relapse and started 
taking drugs again. This meant he started 
to get into debt. He is disgusted with 
himself.” 

Judge Robin Onions told Cooper he had a 
‘dreadful’ record for committing offences. 

He said: “It is perfectly clear your drug 
abuse had meant you were in debt and you 
had to pay that debt. You made a conscious 
decision to burgle a dwelling house. 

“You knew the complainant and knew 
that she was away.”

Campaigners in 
fear of deaths at 
crash blackspot 


CAMPAIGNERS in Pedmore, Stourbridge, fear someone 
will be killed unless new signs are installed to halt a spate 
of car crashes at an accident blackspot. 

Residents of Worcester Lane are campaigning for the 
signs after a third smash at the site within three weeks. 


They are calling for urgent 
work to improve safety on 
the road, which runs along¬ 
side a busy railway line. 

The stark warning comes 
as many campaigners say 
they will write to voice their 
concerns over the recent 
accidents in the lane. 

Cars have overturned on 
the road, narrowly missing 
trees lining the street carry¬ 
ing motorists between West 
Hagley and Stourbridge. 

In the most recent acci¬ 
dent, last Wednesday 
lunchtime, a car left the road 
and overturned, although 
the driver avoided serious 
injury. 

Just days earlier, police 
and paramedics were called 
as a car careered off the road 
and smashed through a 
fence next to a railway 
embankment. 

Residents claim accidents 
have been a constant 
problem on the road but 
have intensified recently, 
forcing an urgent rethink on 
safety. 

Worcester Lane resident 
Jim Higgs, aged 86, said he 
was aware of dozens of acci-

dents in the road over the 40 
years he had lived there. 
“We have collected petitions 
in the past to no avail as 
nothing’s been done,” he 
said. 

“You wouldn’t like to 
think what would happen if 
someone was walking past 
at the time.“ 

Ward councillor Colin 
Wilson has campaigned for 
speed-calming measures in 
the past and was successful 
with having flashing speed 
indicator signs installed. 

He says he will make 
contact with the Dudley 
Council’s highways team to 
insist that the signs are re¬ 
installed.

Unra care homes closing 
in bid to save £500,000 


TWO care homes will shut in 
Dudley as part of the latest round 
of closures of council-run homes 
in a bid to save £500,000. 

New Swinford Hall, in Stourbridge, and 
New Bridge House, in Coseley, will close 
next April under a review of adult social 
care by Dudley Council. Both house respite 
care beds for the rehabilitation of elderly 
patients for around six weeks. The plan is 
expected to save £515,000. 

Moved 

Under the change, 18 beds at New Swin¬ 
ford Hall and 14 beds at New Bridge House 
will be moved to the last remaining council- 
run home, Russell Court, in Dudley. 

Officials say there will be no compulsory 
redundancies as council staff would be given 
the option to transfer. But no such guaran¬ 
tee has been given over the futures of 
agency workers at the two homes. 

Dudley Council adult services boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Dave Branwood, said the authority 
was now ‘exploring the options’ regarding 
future use of the two buildings. 

The shake-up plans had initially been 
revealed two years ago, prompting a public 
outcry, especially from the families of resi¬ 
dents living at another home under threat, 
New Bradley Hall, in Kingswinford. 

But councillors backtracked on proposals 
to shut New Bradley and announced plans 
to transfer the care home, in Compton 
Drive, to a new ‘not-for-profit’ organisation.

Firework wrecks collection 


THOUSANDS of pounds worth of 
remote control cars have been 
destroyed after a stray firework set a 
shed on fire. 

Fire crews were able to rescue six of the cars from 
the shed at the height of the blaze in Brierley Hill. 

But up to six others were wrecked and other vital 
parts for the cars were badly damaged in the fire on 
Saturday night. 

Spray paint cans and a compressor were also 
destroyed in the fire. 

Owner Stuart Baggott, aged 40, of Fisher Street, 
estimates the damage to be worth more than £3,000 
in total. 


He said a stray firework landed between the shed 
and a nearby fence, which caught fire. 

The blaze then spread to the shed, which has a 
metal shell, but part of the roof material started to 
melt, setting fire to the contents at around 9pm. 

Engines 

Mr Baggott said he had been in Blackpool with his 
son Steven at the time of the fire and had received a 
call from his parents Margaret and Cedric telling 
him what had happened. 

Mr Baggott said he was still ‘picking up the pieces’ 
following the blaze. 

“I used to do model car racing,” he said. “These 
models run on petrol and have mini-chainsaw 


engines and are priced at more than £800.1 could not 
believe what happened when I was told by my 
parents. 

“The shed was broken into a couple of years back 
so I had reinforced it but it was still not enough to 
stop the fire spreading inside.” 

Watch commander Mick Clarke, from Brierley 
Hill fire station, said: “At first you couldn’t see the 
fire but as we approached there was smoke. 

“We did our best to save six of the cars but I’m 
afraid the rest were damaged along with all the spare 
parts that they need to run them and the welding 
equipment.”

Beating a path to Beatties' 
first shop at Townwell Fold 


WOLVERHAMPTON: 
“Where they have but four 
weak springs to supply that 
large town, which too rise 
all together behind the 
Cock-Inn, having different 
names appropriated to their 
resp-ective uses, as the 
Pudding-well, the Horse- 
well, the Washing-well and 
the Meat-well.” 

These were the words of Dr 
Robert Plot writing in his Natural 
History of Staffordshire in 1686 
about Townwell Fold. 

No Darlington Street then, but 
Blossom’s Fold did a dog-leg turn 
into Townwell Fold, where you

walked past gardens of properties 
fronting Cock Street (Victoria 
Street) on your left, with, on the 
right, the Cock Bowling Green. 
The Cock was a long-established 
Inn going back to at least the early 
1500s. 

There was a field, Cock Close, 
and The Tenters, rows of hooked 
supports for hanging out cloth for 
stretching - we use the phrase ‘on 
tenterhooks’. 

Beyond a row of buildings was 
the Puddle Brook, with the wells 
offering clean water. Sheep may 
have grazed or been penned in the 


Close. Being next to these facili¬ 
ties, there might well have been 
wool and cloth trades workers 
present in the buildings. 

The town’s 1802 Trade Direc¬ 
tory showed metal craftsmen 
trading in the Fold, but also a 
tanner and a currier (who dressed 
and coloured leather after 
tanning) - by 1861 we had 
Skinner Street - and there was 
still a wool connection at No. 6, 
described as a ‘weaving shop’. 

The Fold had branches off, such 
as Giffard Arms Yard, and spread 
as far as Salop Street. 

Gradual redevelopment and 
ownership changes led to Beatties 
being the main frontager. 

James Beattie had opened his 
first shop in Victoria Street in 


1877, and the success of the busi¬ 
ness meant expansion, buying 
adjoining properties. 

Walk around the store and go up 
and down steps to different levels 
- you may be entering Bradford’s, 
which fronted Darlington Street, 
Burton’s menswear in the 1932 
Queen Square corner building 
with its elephants (look up 
between the windows), or into the 
shell of the Picturehouse Cinema, 
now haberdashery. 

This closed when the ‘Talkies’ 
were coming in, and the council 
widened Victoria Street, in 1929, 
and so Beatties built their grand 
new frontage. 

The crescent continued to 
ground floor level, where an 
arcade led through to the Fold. 


Their frontage to the Fold, if 
refurbished, with entrances re¬ 
opened and windows becoming 
displays again, could spark others 
to bring property back into use, 
and the council to improve and 
promote this once popular public 
route and reminder of the wool 
and cloth trade that made the 
town wealthy.

NEARLY 1,700 in the 
audience and no pro¬ 
grammes left at half time, 
that's how popular the 
great Karl Jenkins is. 

His ardent band of fol¬ 
lowers were not left disap¬ 
pointed as the two-hour 
programme punched out 
nods to the old from his 
Palladio orchestral opener 
to the choir’s beautifully- 
syncopated Paradisum 
from his Requiem which 
closed the first half. 

Inbetween there were 
excerpts from the less 
well-known Stabat Mater, 
which was glorious and 
The Peacemakers, which 
has still to grow on me. 

Expense 

The second half was 
taken up with his anti-war 
Armed Man composition. 
Popular with both his non¬ 
singing fans and those in 
amateur choirs, despite 
the galling expense of per¬ 
forming it, it deservedly 
won a standing ovation for 
being a masterclass in how 
it should be done. 

A work of contrasts 
which weave together fear, 
rage, menace, prayer, reso¬ 
lution and hope, there are 
soaring melodies and a 
sense of urgency which 
were caught perfectly by 
all involved, especially the 
percussion section. 

Some productions use a 
backdrop of film images 
designed to emote but 
such was the passion in 
Symphony Hall on Satur¬ 
day they would have been 
entirely superfluous.

Stars shine bright on a 
night of charitable fun 


H osting a live TV show isn’t easy 
- just ask Mick Fleetwood and 
Sam Fox. It’s 24 years since 
they co-hosted the Brit Awards, but 
the thought of them hemming and 
hawing their way through several 
painful hours of presenting duties still 
sends shivers down the spine of those 
who saw it. 

We reckon wannabe TV presenters 
everywhere should watch it so they 
know exactly how not to go about a 
live broadcast. 

Thankfully, Children in Need is in far 
more seasoned hands. Tess Daly, 
Fearne Cotton, Nick Grimshaw and 
Zoe Ball are all old hands at live 
broadcasts, but the glue holding the 
whole thing together is, as ever, Terry 
Wogan - and the show just wouldn’t 
be the same without him. 

He makes the whole process seem 
completely effortless - perhaps it’s 
because he’s so affable and always 
does his best to make those 
appearing in the studio at their ease. 

“I’m not a confrontational 
interviewer,” explains Wogan. “It would 
be easy to be abrasive, but nobody 
would want to come on the show. 


Sometimes an interview I think didn’t 
go well was actually very good, and 
vice versa. You’re not always the best 
judge yourself.” 

Children in Need is now an iconic 
annual event, and is so huge, it can 
no longer be confined to just one 
marathon programme broadcast at 
prime time. 

Instead, the action begins around 
lunchtime with a Strictly Come 
Dancing-themed Bargain Hunt 
special, while Pointless and The One 
Show also get in on the fund-raising 
act. 

But the real fun begins at 7.30pm, 
when the telethon itself begins. 

Those involved hope to raise more 
than the £26million collected in 2012, 
and have a heap of entertainment 
lined up that they hope will inspire us 
to dig deep - something the Great 
British public has continued to do, 
despite the credit crunch. 

Among the delights to look out for is 
a dance extravaganza featuring the 
cast of EastEnders, a very special

Goulding, singer of this year’s CIN 
single, How Long Will I Love You. 

But sci-fi fans will be most keen to 
see the now traditional appearance of 
a short Doctor Who special on the 
night. 

No details have been released 
about what it may feature, but fans 
have already begun speculating about 
it online. With the 50th anniversary of 
the show taking place later in the 
month, many are hoping it will tie-in 
with that - and may even include 
some secrets about the mysterious 
incarnation played by John Hurt, who 
appeared briefly in the last episode of 
the previous run. 

But whatever happens, Children in 
Need will always really be about 
fundraising - and is something Terry 
is only too pleased to be involved with. 

“It is always a privilege and 
pleasure, the highest point of my year, 
to present BBC Children in Need,” 
says Wogan. “This year we are hoping 
the great British public will give us 
even more. We’ve certainly got a 
fantastic show line-up this year. I know 
I say that every year but this year 
really is special.”

Suzuki Swift 4x4 looks set to fill gap in market 


By Sharon Walters 


SUZUKI has made its name as a 
maker of small cars and 4x4s, so it 
comes as a surprise that it’s taken 
until now to combine the two. 

But as traditional SUVs have grown larger 
and more expensive, there’s a clear gap in the 
market for a car with all-weather ability that’s 
cheaper to buy and run than many standard 
hatchbacks. 

After all, by no means everyone who lives in 
the countryside is a millionaire, and for the 
environmentally conscious there are few 
greener alternatives, with fuel consumption 
averaging better than 50mpg. 

So, enter the Suzuki Swift 4x4, based on the 
Japanese company’s best-selling hatchback, 
which could be yours for a little over £12,600. 

Its main competitor is the Fiat Panda. Yes 
Suzuki still produces the Jimny, but that’s a dif¬ 
ferent kettle of fish. 

It’s a more traditionally built 4x4, a sort of 
baby Vitara, but its accomplished off-road per¬ 
formance requires compromises which impact 
on its ride comfort and handling on the road. 
Not so the Swift 4x4: in fact from its appear¬ 
ance or driving experience you’d be hard 
pressed to spot any differences with the stan¬ 
dard hatchback. Unless, that is, you pay an 
extra £1,000 for the top-of-the-range model 
with its special bodykit. 

There are no levers or buttons to worry 


about. The four-wheel drive system is fully 
automatic with a viscous coupling proportion¬ 
ally directing power to the rear wheels when 
the front ones start to slip. The coupling is little 
bigger than a clenched fist: in fact the whole 
4x4 system adds just 65kg to the car’s weight. 
The result is little impact on performance, just 
5mpg less and a lOg/km increase in C02 emis¬ 
sions. The test drives took place in North 
Wales, with 20 miles or so of steep inclines and 
dirt tracks through the Berwyn Mountains, 
where first and second gears were the order of 
the day. It was pleasantly surprising to find we 
had averaged 42mpg, so 50mpg should be 
entirely feasible in day-to-day use. Both 4x4 
models are powered by the Swift range’s 1.2- 


litre petrol engine, one of the most powerful in 
its class with 94PS on tap. With a 0 to 62mph 
time of 13.3 seconds it’s a little slower off the 
mark than the standard hatchback. Yet it 
doesn’t seem to struggle - its performance on 
the open road, and at motorway speeds, was 
something of a revelation with low noise levels 
and a civility which would be the envy of cars 
with much more power to spare. 

Clearance 

The extra 25mm ride height (to accommo¬ 
date the 4x4 system and give those who venture 
off road a bit more ground clearance) doesn’t 
seem to have affected the road holding or 
supple ride, either. 

That’s as it should be. This new Swift is not 


aimed at wannabe explorers, it’s a car for those 
who need to drive come rain, sleet or snow and 
who want the extra traction and security of 
four-wheel drive at an affordable price. 

Suzuki is dipping its toes into a new market 
sector so - for the time being at least - there 
isn’t the option of a 4x4 with the Swift range’s 
1.3-litre diesel engine. But with the petrol 
engine’s economy, lower price and the 
petrol/diesel price differential that’s only likely 
to be an issue for higher mileage drivers. 

The 4x4 comes in five-door, five-seat SZ3 and 
SZ4 grades, the two best-equipped models in 
the Swift range. List prices are £13,819 and 
£15,739 but - at least until he end of September 
- Suzuki has included the new car in its ‘VAT 


free’ offer. That works out At £12,616 and 
£13,116 respectively. The SZ3 is well-equipped 
by class/price standards with ABS and other 
electronic braking systems, plus an electronic 
stability programme helping the four-wheel 
drive to keep you safe. 

Front, side and curtain airbags are also stan¬ 
dard, along with convenience features such as 
electric windows, driver’s seat and steering 
wheel multi-adjustment, electrically-heated 
and adjustable door mirrors, manual air condi¬ 
tioning, and a radio/CD player with remote con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

Step up to the SZ4 and you also get automatic 
air conditioning, automatic headlamps and a 
4x4 body kit.

Subaru is now 
travelling on 
the right track

YOU can’t fault the honesty of a boss when he 
says the business ‘has recently emerged from 
a rather dark period.’ If only everyone was as 
frank. 

The company in question is Subaru, makers of Japan¬ 
ese cars which consistently plough their own engineer¬ 
ing furrow, appealing like crazy to a limited number of 
buyers. 

Too limited in recent years, by far, hindered by Japan¬ 
ese currency so strong it made the cars expensive in the 
UK and by a model range that lagged behind the times. 

If you still associate Subaru with blue and gold cars of 
the turbo-nutter variety, then please think again. The 
glory days of world rally championship wins are long 
gone as we turn green and eco. 

There are hints we might see something in the go- 
faster mould in 2014 but, if it arrives here at all, sales 
will be tiny compared to the several thousand Imprezas 
that Subaru used to shift each year in the UK. 

Nowadays the great bulk of Subaru buyers opt for 
more sensible transport offered in the likes of the 
Legacy, Forester and the car tested here, the latest 
Outback. 

It’s really a slightly jacked up Legacy with a bit of atti¬ 
tude and none the worse for that. With permanent all¬ 
wheel drive and engine laid flat to keep the weight low, 
this is a Subaru in the old tradition of super-sensible 
design. 

Add in a diesel engine that promises decent economy 
and, a first for the company, a clever automatic trans¬ 
mission as standard and you have a car that remains 
interesting enough to claim its Subaru heritage with 
pride. 

Indicators 

This latest Outback has been mildly worked over 
outside, with new alloy wheels and headlamps to the 
fore, while inside you’ll find the electronic parking brake 
moved from the depths of the dashboard to the central 
console, where it should have been in the first place. 

In another move that shows Subaru listens to its cus¬ 
tomers, the indicators now give three flashes at a gentle 
tap of the stalk. European cars have had this useful over¬ 
taking feature for years but it’s good to know Japan is 
catching up. 

Look hard and you’ll also discover new part leather 
seats and revised instruments that are easier to read. 

Subaru has been looking at the bits you can’t see too, 
with firmer suspension aimed at making the car a bit 
more positive to drive without ruining the ride. 

So a pretty thorough makeover, and a lot more than 
the new colours and wheels that other makers get 
excited about when it’s time to refresh a model range 
midway through its life. 

Out on varied and quite demanding choice of North 
Yorkshire roads, the latest Outback soon showed why 
it’s a long time favourite of people like vets and farmers 
who need to go places when the roads turn slippery. 

They don’t need a car to tackle mountain peaks or 
cross roaring torrents, just something that will get them 
to end of a remote lane (and back) when there’s a press¬ 
ing need to be out in dreadful weather. 

Well, in Yorkshire sunshine and showers the Outback 
was a relaxed charmer. Its new auto gearbox is a perfect 
match for the lowdown pulling power of a diesel and we 
made smooth and rapid progress. 

Only occasionally did the newly firmed suspension 
feel a bit pattery but the newfound sharpness to the 
steering more than compensated. 

The Subaru boss happily told me ‘we’re back in the 
black again’ and this latest Outback will only add to the 
bottom line.
